The lost and found department 
is a puzzlement. One finding an 
article and deciding to take it to 
lost and found is faced with the 
question of which one—the Stud¬ 
ent Affairs Office? The Teepee? 
The registrar’s office? Vaughn 
Library? 

Of items reported lost, Director 
of Student Activities Billy Jack 
Doggett believes “most” are 
recovered. The surprising thing is 
the amount of articles never 
claimed—keys, bracelets, glass¬ 
es, contact lenses, vitamin pills, 
watches and rings. 

Doggett, realizing the confu¬ 
sion of having four unofficial 
places to serve this purpose, 
designated his office as the 
official lost and found depart¬ 
ment. 


But he didn’t know whether the 
former places are still being used 
for lost and found. 

Bookstore Manager Vivian 
Story displays lost articles just 
inside the counter window or 
“hangs keys where they can see 
them.” She believes students 
losing items in the Teepee will 
come there looking for them. 

Certainly the largest number of 
lost articles is held in the regi¬ 
strar’s office. There are “four 
boxes of keys and rings,” said 
Dean of Admissions Kenneth 
Lewis. These boxes also contain 
watches, pens, glasses and a 
driver’s license. 

“If students have lost some¬ 
thing of value,” Lewis stressed, 
“we wish they would come by and 


check to see if it is here.” 

He suggests that students put 
their name on anything large 
enough so they can be notified if 
it is turned in. 

The library, said Nella Will- 
banks, circulation librarian, has a 
two-fold lost-and-found policy. 

“Anything of value we send to 
Mr. Doggett’s office,” Willbanks 
explained. “Class books are kept 
all semester” and then turned in 
to Doggett’s office. “If there is a 
name or phone number, we call 
the student,” she added. 

Whether students don’t claim 
lost articles because they don’t 
know where to look or because 
they don’t care is unknown. But 
the fact remains that at least four 
places on campus house lost 
articles waiting to be found.

Two tests must be taken to 
obtain a pilot’s license:

Coffee cost still a 'mere nickel' 


In spite of rising costs else¬ 
where, the student center—the 
Teepee—still sells a hot cup of 
coffee for a mere 5 cents. 

“The cost has been a nickel as 
long as I can remember and it will 
always be a nickel as a courtesy,” 
bookstore manager Vivian Story 
said. 

Napkins, cream, spoon and cup 
go with the cost of the coffee. 
Sugar and Sweet ’N Low sell for 2 
cents a packet. 

“We do not make any money 
from the coffee sales,” Story 
said. “It is a courtesy we provide 
to the students.” 

The Teepee buys the coffee 
wholesale for $2.41 per pound. In 
’77, however, the price was $3.25 

per pound. The student center 
buys coffee in 10-pound boxes of 
64 packages, each weighing 2.5 
ounces. It takes 6.4 packages to 
make a pound. 

The Teepee’s income from cups 


sold is $3.20 per pound of coffee, 
thus making profit impossible.

Among lost articles collected by the Student Affairs office are 
keys, rings, bracelets, glasses and watches. 

The bookstore displays lost articles inside the counter window 
where they can be seen easily by the students. Bookstore 
manager Vivian Story said the simplicity of having only one lost 
and found is a “really good idea.’’ 

The largest number of lost and found articles are in the 
registrar’s office. The registrar’s office seems “the logical 
place’’ for the lost and found department because it provides 
the best service, Bernadine Heckmann, secretary to the 
registrar said. The registrar’s office is open until 8 p.m. and can 
serve a greater part of the student body, she added. 

Vaughn Library has a two-fold lost and found policy. Articles 
of value are sent to the student Affairs office, Director Evelyn 
McManus said, and textbooks are kept through the semester. 

Perhaps the reason so many articles remain unclaimed is 
because students don’t know where to look or perhaps it’s 
because they simply don’t care. 

But wouldn’t one simple spot be more efficient?

Titles of some of the best 
sellers available in Vaughn Li¬ 
brary are “Black Camelot’’ by 
Duncan Kyle, “Eye of the Nee¬ 
dle’’ by Ken Follett and “The 
White Dragon’’ by Anne McCaf¬ 
frey. 

“In the two years of the best 
seller program about 250 titles 
have been bought,’’ reference 
librarian Johnnye Kennedy said. 
Many of these books are no 
longer on the best seller shelf and 
are in regular circulation. 

The best seller shelf covers 
fiction and non-fiction, offering a 
subject to interest anyone and 
everyone, Kennedy said. 

The best seller section is lo¬ 
cated on the first floor on the 
north side of the building behind 
the stairs. 

Students check out on the 
honor system. This is the way the 
honor system works: 

After you choose a book, take 
out the long blue card, sign your 
name and the date, file the card in 
the file box on top of the general 
vertical files, Kennedy said. 

“The cards are not dated,’’ she 
said. Return the book promptly 
when you are finished with it “so 
other people can enjoy it,’’ she 
explained. 

When you bring back the book, 
look in the file box and find the 
book card. Strike your name off 
the card, put the long card back in 
the book and replace the book on 
the shelf, she said. 

“The honor system works pret¬ 
ty well but it will not work well 
unless everyone is cooperative,’’ 
Kennedy said. Only one best 
seller can be checked out at a 
time. 

The library tries to buy one 
copy of each new best seller each 
month. If the book is popular 
more than one copy is bought. 

Kennedy makes up a list of the 
new best sellers from the list she 
gets from Publishers Weekly and 
the New York Times Book Review 
Section in the Sunday Times.

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Tribe beats Angelina, loses to Navarro, Kilgore 


Raymond- Bell and Virdell 
Howland combined for 37 points 
as the Apaehes went on to post a 
76-74 Texas Eastern Conference 
win over Angelina College Satur¬ 
day night in Lufkin. 

For TJC, it was the first TEC 
victory in its last three games. 

Earlier in the week, TJC lost to 
number-one ranked Navarro Jun¬ 
ior College, 63-52, and was upset 
by Kilgore Junior College, 76-70. 

TJC’s season record as of 
Monday was 17-9 and its TEC 
mark is 6-5. Angelina falls to 4-18 
and 2-9. 


TJC and Angelina both came 
out hot in the early going, and the 
contest remained close until a 
Clarence Swannegan jumper put 
the Apaches on top by one, 19-18. 
From there, the Apaches jumped 
out to a seven-point, 31-24, 
advantage. 

Art Housey gave TJC its big¬ 
gest lead of the game, nine 
points, on a pair of free throws to 
make it 37-28 with less than six 
minutes left in the first half. 

The Roadrunners began whit¬ 
tling the Apache lead, and cut it 
to three on several occasions, but 


could get no closer. 

Housey’s late scoring flurry 
gave the Tribe a nine-point, 53-44 
halftime advantage. 

Early in the second half, TJC 
went into a four-corner offense 
and held its nine-point lead most 
of the game. But with the 
Apaches leading, 73-64, with 3:36 
to play, Angelina began a late 
surge that pulled to within two 
points. 

The Roadrunners, at 74-72, had 
a chance to send the game into 
overtime with less than 10 sec¬ 
onds remaining, but a shot miss¬ 


ed the basket and TJC’s Johnny 
Pate pulled down the rebound to 
preserve the Apache win. 

In the Navarro contest, the 
Bulldogs came out hot and led the 
entire game. 

The Apaches shot a cold 23 
percent from the field and fell to a 
15-point, 35-20 halftime deficit. 

The Apaches could never fully 
recover as the Bulldogs went on 
to post their 22nd win in a row. 

Navarro’s Mike Taylor led all 
scorers with 24 points while TJC’s 
Art Housey led the Apaches with 
13.
